On May 4, police in Chicago found the 
body of real ostate tycoon Lee Miglin, 72, 
in the detached garage of his posh town- 
home. Miglifi bad been tortured and re- 
peatedly Matted by a killer who appar- 
ently left a half-eaten bam sandwich, a 
fake gon apd a razor with stubble at the 
victim's borne. « 

Cunanan emerged as a prime suspect 
la that slaying when Madson's miming 
Jeep Cherokee was found parked around 
the corner from Miglin's home Miglin's 
1994 Lexus was reported missing. 

Authorities launched a nationwide 
search and were able to track the stolen 
car’s whereabouts through Its car phone, 
to somewhere in the Philadelphia area 
last Thursday. 

The following day, authorities Tn Pen- 
nsviUe, N J., discovered the body of Wil- 
liam Reese, 45. Reese, caretaker at the 
Finn's Point National Cemetery, bad 
been shot once in the bead in the base- 
ment of an administration building. Out- 
side, authorities found Miglin’s Lexus. 

Cunanan is believed to have taken 
Reese’s 1995 red Chevrolet pickup truck. 
The trail has since gone cold, and investi- 
gators suspect that Cunanan may have 

1 ditched the stolen truck. 

Meanwhile, Minneapolis Investigators 
ore in possession of belongings seized 
under a search warrant ezecuted last 
week at Cunanan’s apartment to San Die- 
. go. They will be sifting through the be- 
longings for clues, as well as attempting 
to M fingerprints. Cunanan has never 
been arrested, and his fingerprints are 
not oo file In order to connect aim to the 
crime scenes, investigators in the four 
. Jurisdictions where the killings have tak- 
co place are attempting to determine 
.whether similar prints are present. They 
would then try to make a match if Cun- 
anan were apprehended. 

The FBI, the lead agency to charge of 
-coordinating the search for the suspect, 

- continues to chase reported sightings and 
leads. Agents have cast a dragnet that 
includes constant contact with anyone 

- connected with the suspect and alerts to 
bus terminals, train stations, and airlines. 

They have also put together an exten- 
*" live background profile that they hope 
can help to forecasting his next move. 
But as of Tuesday night, his whereabouts 
remained a mystery. 

“We have nothing new to report,” said 
spokeswoman Coleen Rowley of the Min-

advised that in this type of business, he did not 
use his real name and used the made up name of ^Daniel”. The 
older man, however, was introduced to him as "Lee" and again the 
younger man had either the name of $Tom”, "Tadd" or '■"Todd". 


Approximately 1 or 2 weeks later, he received a second 
call on his voice mail from either E>ee* or '"Todd". He was told 
to come directly to the building, which he did. Once inside the 
lobby, using a Ipellular phone that h e carried -called up to the 
apartment and was buzzed in. flHBfendicated that there was a 
doorman on duty at the building both times he went there. 


On this second encounter, he related that they drank 
some white vine and talked more freely than in the fi rst 
encounter. During the conversations this time, flHI mentioned 
that he was interested in going to fcollege in Europe. *"!Lee" told 
him about locations that he w as famili ar with. In addition, 
£Lee". spoke of the fact that fl^Hfewas involved in someway 
with the ftome * Shopping network" .

When asked to describe the individual he referred to as 
fLee", he described him as a white male, approximately 5'10", 
medium build, being at least 55 years of age and having fat 
fingers. He believed he remembered seeing a gold "pinky ring” 
having a red or purple stone on *Lee’s” hand . dHIfe indicated that 
since the news coverage with regard to CUNANAN, heha^on^^ 
numerous occasions seen photographs of LEE MIGLIN on 

TV and is positive that the individual referred to as “Lee" is in 
fact LEE MIGLIN. 

When asked to describe the i ndividual referred to 
earlier as *Todd", "Tadd* or *Tom* , indicated that he was in 
his early 20s, approximately 5'10 M , medium build and having no 
glasses. I n the news coverage with regards to the investigation 
of CUNANAN, indicated that the earlier photographs which 
depicted him with glasses and much thinner did not look like the 
person he referred to as fTodd”. It was only recently when the 
news media showed the photograph dated April of 1997 in which he 
is not wearing glasses and his face is heavier did he realize 
that this individual was in fact the person with MIGLIN when they 
had sex.

Mfl^added that in his conversations with fjTbdd’j he 
remembered^ that fTodd* told him that he also was a male 
prostitute, 'rent boy”, and that he (“Todd”) had placed ads in a 
national gay magazine called the 'Advocate Classified*. 
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It sho uld be noted that during the course of this 
interview, 4///B hoped that he was not the only individual to cone 
forward to expose MIGLXN’s gay life style. In addition, he was 
not providing this information to 'dirty MIGLIN’s name*, but was 
attempting to assist in this investigation. He explained that 
whatever MIGLIH's sexual preference was, it was no reason for him 
to have been murdered.

COMPLAINT 


Tht Complainant, being duly r morn, makes Complaint to the above-named Court mad states that there Is probable causa 
to believe that the defendant committed the following offenses). The Complainant states that the following facts establish 
EROB AELE CAUSE: ♦ 


Your complainant is an investigator employed by the Chisago County 
Sheriff’s Department. In that capacity, your conplainant has reviewed 
police reports relating to the above-named defendant and the allegations 
contained herein. Based upon that information, your complainant believes 
the following to' be true and correct. 


On May 3, 1997, two. fishermen discovered the body of an adult male lying 
in the grass near the shoreline of East Rush Lake.- The fishermen 
contacted the Chisago County Sheriff's Department, who dispatched 
deputies to the scene. -When the. deputies arrived, they observed a 
deceased male who appeared to be in his late twenties /early thirties. 

In a cursory visual examination of the body, deputies ohserved what 
appeared to be bullet wounds to the decedent's bead. Officers also 
noted in the grass near the body, tracks where a motor vehicle pulled 
into the area, drove in a circle, and then drove back out. 


The officers then conducted a search of the area, discovering two empty 
casings for a .40 caliber Remington/Peters ammunition, along with a 
remote entry system and keys for a Chrysler product motor vehicle. The 
decedent did not have any identification on his person. The body was 
then taken to the coroner's office where an autopsy was to be conducted. 

■The Chisago County Sheriff 's .Department then released information 
regarding the unidentified male being found near Rush Lake. -.The 
information included the height, weight, hair color, and approximate age 
of the decedent. ' ' 


Shortly thereafter, Investigator Rivard of ths Chisago County Sheriff's 
Department Was contacted by Minneapolis Police Sergeant Tichich, who 
told Investigator Rivard that the gunshot victim found near Rush Lake 
fit the description of a person thsy were, looking for regarding a . 
homicide Investigation in Minneapolis. Sergeant Tichich told 
Investigator Rivard the party they were looking for was named David \ 
Madson. Sergeant Tichich -then shared information regarding the 
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Minneapolis investigation. - 

On April 29, .1997, the caretaker for the apartment building located at 
280 2nd Avenue North in Minneapolis was contacted by a co-worker of 
David Madson, the tenant in Apartment 404 of her building. The 
co-worker told the caretaker that David Madson had not been to work the 
last two days and that the co-worker was concerned for his well-being. 
The co-worker then requested the caretaker to check ‘Madson* s apartment. 

The caretaker then enlisted the aid of .another resident and went to 
David Madson* s apartment, number -404, and entered using the pass key. 
Inside the apartment they saw what they thought was a person lying on 
the floor wrapped in a heavy rug.. They also saw blood on the floor and 
the back of the front door to the apartment. .The caretaker and friend 
then left the apartment and called the police. 

The Minneapolis Police Department conducted an investigation, which 
revealed the victim found in Madson* s apartment was one Jeffrey Trail, 
an acquaintance of Madson' s. when the officers determined it wasn't 
Madson, whose body was in the rug, they received a search warrant for 
the apartment. Found in the search of the apartment was a claw hammer 
with a blood-like substance on it. Also found was a nylon gym-type bag i 
with Andrew Cunanan's same on it. Inside the bag was an empty holster j 
for a handgun and a box of Remington/Peters brand .40 caliber Golden 
Saber bullets, 15 live rounds in the box, 10 rounds having been removed.! 

A gun was not located in the apartment. j 

! 

While the police were conducting their investigation, friend of 
Madson 's arrived at ‘the apartment building. The friend was identified 
as Ms. Salvetti. Ms. Salvetti indicated she had come to the apartment 
due to her concern for Madson as- she had heard from another friend that 
be hadn't been to work for two days. Ms. Salvetti then shared that she 
had gone to dinner .'with with Madson and a friend of his, Andrew Cunanan, 

• who was visiting from California, on Friday night, April 25, 1997 at 
Nye \ a Restaurant . On Saturday, April 26, 1997, Madson called her to see 
if she wanted to go dinner with them, however, she bad plans . On Sunday 
morning, April 27, 1997, she spoke to Madson who told her that he and 
Cunanan had gone to dinner at the Monte Carlo Restaurant. They then 
went dancing At the Gay 90* s. Cunanan then went to stay with another 
friend, who Ms. Salvetti knew as T.J. or J.T. ! 

Ms. Salvetti also told the officers that Madson and Cunanan were 
homosexual, and had been intimate. Madson told Ms. Salvetti that Cunanan 
was secretive and elusive and thought he may be into something "shady*" 
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so he put an end. to the intimacy. of their relationship. Ms. S&ivetti 
told the officers that Madson met Cunanan vhile visiting friends of his,- 
Karen Lapinski and Evan Wallit, in California. Ms. Salvetti did not 
speak to Madson after Sunday morning, April 27, 1997. 

Minneapolis officers spoke to a neighbor of Madson's, Jessie Schedoan, 
who told them on Sunday evening, April 27, 1997, he heard some unusual 
noises coming from Apartment <04. He recalled, hearing someone in a very 
. loud voice yell something to the effect of.. "Get the fuck out." Ke then 
heard the wall shaking and thud-like noises. He stated that the yelling 
and shaking continued for 30 to 4.5 seconds, then stopped. He went to 
the hallway after hearing the noises, but didn’t see anyone. He then 
heard the sound of running waiter coming from Apartment 404. 

While processing Madson’s apartment, officers observed that his phone 
was equipped with a caller ID unit, .'and when the phone rang at a time 
indicated as 21:05, the call which was not answered came from number 
941-5390. The subscriber of that number was J. Trail. 

A police officer then called that .number and spoke to Jon Hackett. 
Hackett told the officer that he is homosexual and has an intimate 
relationship with Jeff Trail. -He had called David Madson's apartment to 
see if Madson knew of Trail's whereabouts. Hackett told the officers he 
had reported Jeff Trail missing to the Bloomington Police Department. 

Hackett told the officer that he last spoke to Jeff Trail Sunday, April 
27, 1997 about 9:00 p.m. Trail told him he was going to meet Andrew at 
a coffee, shop near the Gay 90 'a and that he would walk to the Gay 90 's 
and meet Jon; Trail told. Jon Hackett that Andrew planned on staying 
that -night at David Madson's. Hackett told the officers that Trail 
never met him that night, nor did he show up for vork Monday as they 
_ both work for Ferrell Gas Company. 

During the autopsy of Trai.1; his watch was observed to have stopped at 
S:55 on April 27, 1997. 

On May €, 1997, Investigator Riv&ird spoke to Karen Lapinskl and Evan 
wallit. They .told Rivard ehat they knew both Cunanan and Madson. 

Cunanan had told them that he was coming, to Minnesota to take care of 
. some business matters with Jeff Trail and to see David Madson. \ Lapinski 
w told Investigator Rivard that Cunanan and Madson were homosexual and had! 
been ineimata, however,' Madson was apprehensive about Cunanan. I 
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Also, on May 6, 1997, Investigator Rivard spoke to an individual who 
stated that on May 2, 1997 he was returning to Pine City from the Twin 
City area driving north on Interstate 35. As he drove, he observed a 1 
red Jeep Cherokee in front of him. He noticed that there was a bumper 
sticker on the tailgate that wasn't quite straight that said "VAIL" and 
that the license place number ended with the letters LUG. He observed 
two males, in the vehicle, one with light colored hair and one with dark 
colored hair. ■ The vehicle would slow down and then- speed pp. This 
individual passed the jeep and remembers seeing it. ii\ his rear view 
mirror periodically, however, after passing the Rush City exit, he 
doesn't recall seeing the jeep again. Madson's vehicle was a 1995 Jeep 
Cherokee with Minnesota license number 534 LUG. Additionally, it had a 
•VAIL" bumper sticker on the hatchback consistent with the description 
given by the reporting party. Further, Madson had blonde hair and 
Cunanan has dark colored hair. 

During the autopsy of Madson, a bullet consistent with that of a .40 
caliber Golden Saber was recovered from his chest. Additionally, the 
coronor indicated the time of death was on or about May 2, *1997.

On the afternoon of July 23, 1997, the Miami Beach 
Police Department (MBPD) received a telephone call from FERNANDO 
CARRE IRA, who described himself as the fearetaker off a houseboat 
located at 5250 Collins Avenue, Miami Beach, Florida. CARREIRA 
told police he heard a gun shot as he entered the front door of 
the houseboat. Upon hearing the gun shot, CARREIRA retreated 
from the interior of the houseboat, maintaining visual contact 
with the front door at all times. 

The MBPD responded and established a perimeter around 
the houseboat. The Metro Dade County Police Department (MDPD)

The u.s. Attorney's Office is leaning toward accepting a 
case against cunanan as they are of the opinion that conclusive 
federal jurisdiction apparently exists at the national cemetery 
in Fort Mott state Park, where victim Reese was murdered. 


FBI PH is preparing a request for Cunanan to be placed in a 
Top Ten Most Wanted status as he has committed at least four 
murders in a little more than one week. Mo one has been able to 
locate any fingerprints of Cunanan as he has apparently never 
been arrested. A photograph was obtained however, and has been 
provided to the Fugitive Publicity Unit, OPCA, FBIHQ . 

FBI CG advised that they have not found any evidence of a 
prior relationship between Cunanan and victim Lee Miglin, 72, the 
wealthy Chicago developer whose body was found Sunday morning 
(5/11) in his garage, his head bound in masking tape and his body 
covered with plastic and brown wrapping paper. Miglin had been 
stabbed several times, his throat slashed, his chest pounded by a 
blunt instrument. . According to the Chicago PD, there was 
evidence that he had been tortured before he died. 


The 1995 sports utility vehicle registered to victim Mad6on, 
who was found shot to death with on 5/3/97 near a lake in rural 
Chisago County northeast of MP, had been illegally parked around 
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the comer from Millin'* bom® for several days. Hadeon’s body vas 
discovered four days after murder victim Jeffrey Trail, 28, vas 
found beaten to death and rolled up in a carpet in Madson's left 
apartment in Minneapolis. Miglin’s Lexus was found abandoned 
near the murder scene of victim Pees®, and R eese *® vehicle is now 
missing.

On 5/9/97, at approximately 10:54 p.m, Associate SAC Sheila W. Horan, FBI 
Philadelphia, advised of the following investigation within the Philadelphia Division which has 
emanated from the Minneapolis and Chicago Divisions: 

Associate SAC Haran, advised Andrew Phillip Cunanan was the subject of a state 
wide manhunt in the Chicago Division as the result of both a Minneapolis UFAP Case and the 
recent murder of Lee Miglin, a wealthy developer found slain in his residential garage in one of 
Chicago’s wealthiest neighborhoods. Haran said media coverage concerning Miglin’s murder has 
been well publicized throughout the country. 

On 5/9/97 at approximately 10:30 p.m., Haran was notified that caretaker 
William Reese, 45, a federal employee of a national cemetery located within Fort Mott State Park, 
had been murdered. Fort Mott State Park is located near PennsviHe, New Jersey. A Lexis 
vehicle belonging to Miglin was found at the crime scene and Reese's vehicle, a red Ford pickup 
truck with New Jersey license plates, was apparently stolen by Cunanan after Reese's murder. 
Follow-up investigation by the Chicago Division determined Cunanan was in the Philadelphia 
Metropolitan area when he utilized the cellular telephone in Miglin's Lexis at approximately 3:30 
p.m. on S/9/97. The wife of victim Reese attempted to telephone cafly contact her husband at Fort 
Mott State Park at approximately 5:00 pjn., but was unsuccessful and contacted local police who 
located victim Reese. 


FBI, Philadelphia, and New Jersey State Police are working the case jointly due 
to concurrent jurisdiction. The case may be turned over to the State based on factors or 
determinations made by the United States Attorney's Office. 


^1- ^ On 5/10/97, SS/OPBr Philadelphia Division, Fugitive Task Force, 
advised that on Thursday, May were made on victim Miglin’s cellular telephone 

Ny. r ^r in the Philadelphia area, however, VHHIP^uired additional hits to pinpoint location. A 
general radio message was disseminated through the Philadelphia BoKce Department to contact 
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the FBI should victim Kfigiin’s vehicle be located. On Friday, May 9, 1997, FBI, Chicago 
reported a hit on the cellular telephone ai 2:30 p.m. at or near Route 29$ in Pemugrove, New 
Jersey. Local authorities and toll booth operators were notified to be alert for die vehicle. 
Subject Cunanan apparently exited at the last New Jersey exit and found his way to Fort Mott 
State Park, where vict im Reese wa s working as the sole cemetery employee. Reese was shot 
once in the head. SSAtmH^dvisedjme Minnesota victim was shot with a .40 caliber 
weapon and a second victim was beaten to death with a hammer. A half empty box of .40 caliber 
ammunition was located. The Chicago victim, Lee Miglin, was stabbed to death. 

On 5/10/97, SSRAdm^’hiladelphiB Division, South Jersey RA, advised 
that an autopsy revealed vicncn Reese was shot once in the back of the head with a .40 caliber 
weapon, and that the round exited through the right frontal lobe. Time of death was placed 
between 3:00 p.m. and 6:00 p.m. New Jersey State Police handled the collection of forensics 
evidence. Physical evidence located within Miglin** vehicle will be processed on Monday, 
5/12/97, following coordination with FBI, Chicago. SSRA Unadvised telephone calls have 
been received from individuals claiming to know Cunanan. and one caller from Arizona described 
Cunanan as a 'gay gigolo" who "catered to older men".

on April 2F, 1997, the caretaker for the apartment building located at 
2 SO 2nd Avenue North in Minneapolis was contacted by a co-wrktr ©f 
David Midsen, the tenant in Apartment 404 of her building. The 
co-worker told the earetaker that David Madeon had not been to work the 
last two days and that the co-worker was concerned for hie well-being. 
The co-worker then requested the caretaker to cheek Madson's apartment. 

The earetaker then enlisted the aid of another resident and went to 
David Madton' s apartment, number 404 « and sneered using the pass key. 
Inside the apartment they saw whet they thought was a. person lying on 
the floor wrapped in a heavy rug. They also sew blood on the floor and 
the hack of the front door to the apartment. The caretaker and friend^ 
then left the apartment and calle*d the police. 

The Minneapolis Police Department conducted an investigation, which ^ 
revelled the victim found in Madson's apartment was one Jeffrey Trail, 
an acquaintance of Madson's. When the officers determined it wasn't 
Madeon, whose body was in tbs rug, they received a search warrant for 
the apartment. Found in the search of the apartment was a claw hammer 
with a blood-like substance on it. Also found was a nylon gym-type bag 
with Andrew Cunanan'a name on it. Znside the bag was an enpty holster 
for a handgun and a box of Jtemingtoa/Peters brand ..40 caliber golden 
saber bullets, IS live rounds in the box, 10 rounds having been removed. 
A gun was not located in the apartments '< 

while the police were conducting their investigation, a triend of . 
Madsen* a arrived at the apartment building. The friend was identified 
©a Me. ealvetti . Ms. Salvetti indicated she had eo&e to the apartment 
due to her concern for Madeon as she had heard from another friend that 
be hadn't bean to work for two days. Ms. Salvetti then shared that she 
had gene to dinner with with Madeon and a friend of his, Andrew Cunanan, 
who was visiting from California, on Friday night, April 35, IFF? at 
Mye's Aeccaurant.

A police officer then called that number and spoke to Jon Haekett. j 

Backet t cold the officer that ha is honosexual and has an intimate 
relationship with Jeff Trail. Re had called ©avid Madsen's apartment to 
see if Madson knew of Trail’s whereabouts. Haekstt told the officers he 
had reported Jeff Trail niesing to the Bloomington Police Department . 

Beckett told the officer that he last spoke to Jeff Trail Sunday, April 
27. 1997 about 9:00 p.n. Trail told him ha was woiae to meet Andrew at 
a coffee shop near the Cay 90* a and that he would walk to the Gay 90* s 
and meet Jon. Trail told Jon Haekett that Andrew planned on staying 
that night at David Madaon'*. Haekett told the officers that. Trail 
never met him that night, nor did be show tip for work Monday as they 
both %tork for Terrell Gas Company.

on May c, 1997, Investigator Bivard spoke to Karen. Lspiaskl and Svan 
Wallit. They told Bivsrd that they knew both Cunan a n stad wads on. 

Cunenan had told thorn that he was coming to Minnesota to take care of 
some business matters with Jeff Trail and to see ©avid Madsen. Lapxnski 
told Investigator Bivard that Cunanan and Madsen were homosexual and had 
been intimate, however, Madson %/a* apprehensive about cunanan. 
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Alto, on H*y 4, 1997, investigator Rivard apoke to an individual who 
stated that on Kay 2. 1917 he was returning to Fine City from the 3Vin 
City area driving north ©a Interstate 35. Aa he drove, he observed a 
red Jeep Cherokee in front of him. Re noticed that there was a bumper 
sticker on the tailgate that wasn't quite straight that said ”VAZL" and 
that the license place number ended with the letters LUG. He- observed 
two male* in the vehicle, one with light colored hair and one with dark 
colored hair. The vehicle would alov down and than speed up. This 
individual passed the jeep end remembers seeing it in his rear view 
mirror periodically, however, after passing the Rush City axle, he 
doesn't recall seeing the jeep again. Madsen's vehicle was a 1995 Jeep 
Cherokee with Minnesota license number 534 LOG. Additionally, it had a 
"VAIL" bumper Sticker on the hatchback consistent with the description 
given by the reporting party, further.

The first documented indication that ANDREW P. CUNANAN, 
driving the LEE MIGLIN Lexus, was in the vicinity of Pennsville, 
New Jersey was at 2:28 PM EDT on 5/9/97. This documentation was 
provided by Ameritech Cellular, showing incoming, unanswered 
calls to the cell phone installed in the center console of the 
Lexus. There had been reports in the media indicating that the 
police were tracking the movements of CUNANAN by monitoring the 
signal being emitted by the cell phone in the Lexus. 

Witnesses in the Pennsville, New Jersey area put the vehicle 
in the vicinity of the Finn's Point National Cemetery by 1:00 PM 
on 5/9/97. These times are all estimated. 

A witness observed what is believed to have^been CUNANAN 
attempting to dismantle the telephone in the center console of 
the vehicle. When recovered, the hand set wire connecting it to 
the cradle had been cut, most likely with the pliers from the 
Lexus tool kit . The antenna had been removed from the rear 
window mount; the head liner at the rear window had been pulled 
down and the antenna wire from the antenna mount removed. With 
all of these attempts to eliminate the signal, the phone would 
still intone when engaging the ignition, giving the impression 
that the signal was still actively transmitting. 

The body of the victim was found in the basement of the 
cemetery office building. The door to the basement had been 
latch locked by CUNANAN before he left the scene. 

The vehicle was parked (neatly) next to the spot where the 
.victim's pickup truck would have been parked. 

Absolutely no connection between CUNANAN and the victim has 
been established nor is there one suspected. 

It is the opinion of all involved in this homicide 
investigation that CUNANAN killed WILLIAM R. REESE for his 
vehicle, a red 1995 Chevrolet pickup truck. 

Investigation conducted since that time revealed the 
probability that CUNANAN proceeded south (I 95) and removed a 
license tag from a car in Florence, South Carolina. Most likely 
while parked in a Wall-Mart parking lot near SC 20 and I 95) . 


The owner of the tag has said the plate had been held on loosely 
by one bolt. 

Evidence found in the pickup truck in Miami Beach, Florida 
indicated CUNANAN probably stayed in New York, from 5/5/97 
through 5/8/97. 

It should be noted that the most direct route to Pennsv.ille, 
New Jersey would be the New Jersey Turnpike. 

Evidence obtained to date seems to indicate that CUNANAN 
traveled directly to New York from Chicago, 111., via I 80. 

While the Veteran's Administration representatives were 
conducting their inspection of the cemetery office space on 
6/20/97, a bible was found on the desk. In the bible was an 
index card marking certain passages which speak of "Unknown 
Murderers", Deuteronomy, chapters 19 through 22. The victim was 
a religious man and studied the bible.
